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1. Claims 2 and 3 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

• On line 3 of claim 2 it appears that "breaks" should be -breaker-. 

• On line 2 of claim 3, it appears that "and contact region" should be -and 
the contact region- (as in claim 9). 

Appropriate corrections are required. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this 
action can be found in a prior Office action. 



3. Claims 1-4, 6, 9-12 and 16-18 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Horikawa in view of Gryctko '206. The breaker of 
Horikawa comprises a first contact arrangement 5, 6 for connecting a 
stationary contact to a first busbar 10, a second contact arrangement 3, 7 for 
connecting a lever attached contact 1 5 to a second busbar 1 1 . The busbars 
both include an accommodating region and a contact region (annotated below). 
This structure allows the busbar to be "permanently arrangeable on a 
withdrawable part rack," to be "permanently arrangeable on the outside of the

breaker" and to 
"permanently lockable 
on the withdrawable 
part rack" as claimed. 
As previously noted and 
conceded by applicant, 
the similar device of 
Gryctko teaches the use of screws 155 to permanently install, or lock, the 
breaker. The attachment structure (the screws and the related apertures) are 
outside of the breaker and do not affect its structure of operation. Since there 
are often times when a breaker should not be easily removable (vibrating 
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environments, for example), it would have been obvious to include the 
permanent attachment means of Gryctko on the device of Horikawa. 

Applicant appears to argue that neither Horikawa nor Gryctko teach the 
use of the same busbars on the outside of a breaker and on the withdrawable 
part rack. However, the claims merely indicate that the busbars be capable of 
these arrangements. As such the are intended uses and a recitation of the 
intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference 
between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure 
is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In the 
present case there is no structural difference; the busbars of Horikawa, with 
the permanent attachments taught by Gryctko, are capable of the claimed use. 

4. Claims 5, 13-15 and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
The prior art fails to show or teach sufficient structure assuring that the 
busbars have the same installation depth when installed on both types of 
breakers.
